Under  thin  c ntrait  the  wo'k 
went  to  the  first  stage  of  slopping!  but  finding 
that  to  leave  the  walls  standing  without  a 
roof  woutd  resub  in  ct  nsiderahle  damage, 
the  corami  tee  agreed  to  put  the  building 
under  roof  aud  finish  t le  outside  ; this  was 
done  at  a cost  of  $17  500,  and  lfft  us  with  a 
debt  of  $1 1,000.

i.  It  is  so  ffrepared  as  ,0  shut  out  forever 
every  I elem  ill  of  discomfort.  This  fact  is 
strongly  attested  in  the  description  by  John, 
in  Rev.  21:4:  "And  Gad  shall  wipe  away 
all  tears  from -their  e>es,  ah  i there  shall  be 
no  more  death,  neither  sorow  nor  crying 
Neither  sha  1 'here  b;  any  mire  pain;  tor  the 
'Jormef  lhingsa-e  pused  away.” 

As  i look  ipto  the  life  of  this  veteran  of  the 
croSi,  and  see  the  vigor  of  youth,  the  prime 
Of  majihcod,  and  the  >e,rs  of  his  old  age  all 
consecrated  to  utiselfih  service,  I am  moved 
to  ask,  whit  was  the  degree  of  comfort  he  re- 
alized;, as  the  vision  unfolded  before  him, 
and  he  mas  permitted  to  see  the  future  in- 
heritance of  the  rede  -med,  who  have  “ washed 
their  r ^bes  and  made  therm  white  in  the  blood 
of  the  Lamb.” 

As  he  looked  on  that  innumerable  ‘‘company 
t lat  ho  man  can  number, ” with  not  a single 
t:ar,  nor  the  realization  of  one  sad  heart,  it 
that  he  could  say.  "Behold 


nmsn  up  me  Sunday -schf  nl  rooms  aud  move 
into  them.  This  work  was  done  by  Mr.  H. 
M.  Taylor,  at  a cost  of  5P3.111  72,  exclusive 
of  furniture,  and  we  occurred  ihe  new  house 
in  Nov.  1894,  when  the  pastor,  Dr.  Sp|ro!es, 
preached  from  the  text,  '"I  was  glad  when 
they  said  unto  me,  let  usigo  up  to  the  h-ui-e 
of  the  Lord.” 

But  this  work  left  11s  with  an  additional 
dibt  of  $1  000,  making  $tie,ooo  in  all. 

In  1895,  just  b.foie  tbe  meeting  of  the 
Baptist  Convention  at  H.Clehurst,  !Df.  Vena- 
ble and  some  other  brethren,  passing  through 
Jackson  on  their  way  to  t|e  Convention,  had 
a meeting  with  some  of  our  members  and 
agreed  that  if  the  church  here  would  finish 
up  the  auditorium  without  asking  further 
help  of  the  denomination,  within  one  jyear, 
they  would  undertake  to  |et  the  Convention 
to  assume  the  payment  offthe  $12  000  debt. 
This  was  agree  1 to  and  tli4  debt  was  removed 
from  our  shoulders,  but  wp  did  not  finish  at 
Ihe  time  named,  but  waited  until  January, 
1899  wheu  we  entered  injto  a contract  with 
Mr.  H M Taylor  to-  finish  the  auditorium, 
exclusive  of  furniture,  lor  $2  500,  and  to  do 
this  and  furnish  the  roems,  we  had  to  bojriow 
$3,00  Irom  the  Tribette  estate  ; this  debt  has 
just  been  paid  by  the  church,  and  I hold  the 
canceled  deed  of  trust  in  my  hand. 

After  the  State  Convention  assumed  the 
debt  of  $12,000,  Dr.  Sprhles  went  over  to 
Atlanta  and  met  the  Home  Mission  Board  of 
the  S u hern  Baptist  Convention  and  pre- 
sented the  matter  before  thfct  b.  dy  so  forcibly 
tha‘  much  to  the  surprise  of  all  of  u.«,  the 
BoarJ  agreml  to  pay  $5  coqoftlie  Coov-n'ion 
debt  wuh  interest,  for  whieh.it  executed  its  five 
not-s.  But,  when  Dr.  Kjerloot  was  at  Ihe 
Convention  here  last  summer,  he  was  so  itn- 
pressel  with  the  burden  which  was  upon  ihe 
Mate  Convention  regarding  this  debt,  that 
upon  his  return  home  he  isk  d the  Boaid  to 
give  another  $i.coo  to  htjlp  pay  the  disot;

Behold  there  was  a certain  king  whose 
power  as  a sovereign  ruler  was  absolute  and 
unfettered  by  any  constitutional  limitations.
